Our readers are aware that we have furnished in this paper, during 
the last year, a Monthly Official Account of the quantities of the lead- 
ing articles of foreign produce imported, cleared for consumption, and 





re-exported ; and of the quantities of British manufactures and pro- 
duce exported. On the 15th of February we gave the concluding 
account for the year. 

That account having been furnished to parliament in a more ex- 
tended form than given by us on the 15th of Feb., we have deemed 
it of sufficient importance to constitute part of a Supplement, and to 
present it to our readers in that more extended shape, and which we 
propose to continue monthly during the present year. The impor- 
tance of these monthly returns to the general merchant, and to par- 
ticular traders, it would appear difficult to over estimate, considering 
that they have thus placed before them the actual progress of supply 
and consumption for the WHOLE KINGDOM, as the year goes on, as well 
as of the progress of our exports. On looking over the Tables, and

been able to ascertain on the subject, we do not view this as the be- 
ginning of a permanent increase, bnt rather as the accidental result 
of a short supply of food, which has been experienced on the conti- 
nent as in this country ; and which circumstance will no doubt tend 
to make cattle dear during the next year, and more particularly as 
the demand is likely to be great.

accurate knowledge of the quantity of goods of 
different kinds which have been shipped to cach of the markets of 
the world, at a sufficiently early period to aid the merchant in his 
transactions, has long been felt as a serious impediment to our foreign 
trade. The Board of Trade Accounts containing this classification 
are never published till at least a year after the expiry of that to 
which the accounts refer (the volume for 1843 not being yet before 
the public); and, however valuable they doubtlessly are, as a refe- 
rence for general, and more particularly tor legislative, purposes, they 
are whoily inapplicable to the current use of the trader. A 
merchant receives advices from India or other distant markets, 
recommending a shipment of particular kinds of goods which 
are scarce; it is, however, of the first consequence that he shall 
be able to ascertain what quantities of such goods have been 
forwarded to such markets in the interim from the date of his 
correspondent’s letter to the time he receives it, or that were on the 
way out and not arrived at such date. Many private individuals con- 
nected with special markets have at great expense and trouble kept

customhouses or brokers copies of the manifests of ships; but there 
has never yet been any attempt to publish, at short intervals, any 
general and extended statements of such exports, as could prove of 
current use to merchants. ‘The nearest approach to it has been the 
valuable periodical statements known as Burn’s Gtiance, but 
that has been confined to the cotton trade only, and has been pub- 
lished at such distance of time as scardely to be a guide for pre- 
sent transactions. Our object now is, to present to the British mer- 
chant, in a Monthly Supplement, along with an Orrictat Srate- 
MENT of the Imports and Exports of all the leading articles of Bri- 
tish produce, similar to that which precedes these remarks, in this 
paper, another account showing the quantities of the leading articles, 
in addition to their declared value, and exhibiting the exact distri- 
bution of the same over all the markets of the world, as contained in 
the following pages. ‘rhe presentation of such an account every 
month, we think, cannot fail to be of the utmost importance to all 
interested in the foreign trade. It can be easily conceived at what 
cost and labour such an account is prepared, and the necessary ele- 
ments collected ; but we think it is so important and so practically 
useful an application of statistics, that we have ventured upon it, and 
shall persevere to secure the greatest possible accuracy and the most 
minute detail. It can also be easily conceived, that, in the first 
place, we have had great difficulties to encounter, but that perfect

In the present number we have included the ports of Lon- 
pon, Liverroor, Ilurrt, and Bristor.

It will be observed, on referring to the Tables, that up to the Ist of 
March the exports of our goods generally to the Inpi1ax Markets 
exhibit a considerable reduction on the quantities exported last year. 
Printed and dyed cottons, however, form a striking exception to this 
observation. 

On the other hand, the exports to the British West Inp1Es show 
a considerable increase on last year. The export of plain calicoes to 
Curna show a very large increase in the present year. The quantities 
of cotton goods in particular, exported to the United States, also ex- 
hibit a very large increase on those of last year; but the trade} to 
Brazil shows a considerable reduction. The chief markets of the 
Continent exhibit a various result; but the total quantities of most 
of the important articles show a considerably increased trade. In 
cotton twist the total increase is no less than 3,000,000 lbs, and there 
is a large increase of calicoes, both plain as well as printed and dyed. 

The total export of woollens exhibit an increase on the two months 
of nearly 150,000/, and there is an increased export of silk goods. 
But for the exact particulars we refer our readers to the Tables them- 
selves. As yet we have only been able to give the export of Metals 
for the port of London. 

We hope to be able, with every succeeding number, to secure fur- 
ther improvements, and a more extensive application of these Tables, 
which we cannot but hope will be found highly useful, and corre- 
spondingly appreciated by our Mercantile Readers.
